In ceasetne the plan of the exhibit the Committee was unanimous in the 
opinion that Me teeen tat ives Aa the experiment sence and the Department 
of Agriculture ahouid cooperate ipl oriagine about 2 Baers unified and coordin~ 
ated exhibit and made a recommendation to that effect. A plan which had been 
ander advisement to make a seperate omperiment stetions exhibit with tne material 
grouped by subjects and with thie as a part of the Department's display on space 


allotted to the Office of ene Stations was not considered as sufficiently 


effective in promoting the object sought end desired, namely, to illustrate the 


Boe Geren action of the experiment Be a and the Department for the improve- 


ment of American ce by means of research and investigation. It was 


pointe’ out in ie Hare oe that by ae the experimont stations! contri- 
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ache with the pauperis material it could be shown to better aAvontees 


what had been accomplished in any particular line, such as the improvement of 


Ai fvorent crops -- iiests corm, cotton, and the like, the control of plant and 
Sriaan diseases, and in all other fields of activity, pea that at the same time 


it would call attention to the part taken by the stations and the Départment 


in bringing about results. 
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It was felt, furthermore, that as much.of the work is conducted coopera 
tively by the two agricultural research agencies the coordination of the ex- 


hivit material would be readily actieved and would even follow naturally and

logically. ‘The SEL ae ‘and possibility of several stations contri buting 
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material showing how moeronal problems are att tacked or have been solved and 
how results distribute themselves in ‘such areas also was dvecce cea ‘Attention 
was called to the fact that by this Pe the hore on any particular subject is 
brought together in one place or in one exhibit whereas other means of di splay 
would tend to distribute and to disconnect it, to the confusion of the visitor. 
Provision of an adequate system of ere and labels to bring out clearly the 
exact status of the exhibit was proposed and concurred Be ‘by all a 
Committee unanimously voiced the opinion that all contributions should be wane 
with a view to showing what science has done for agriculture. 

To PTA this a of the exhibit it was understood that Dr. A.F. Woods 
would appoint a palettes of station officials, the members representing dif- 
ferent subject specialists, who ncatel confer with corresponding bureaus, offices 
or meee oe the Department in arranging for the exhibit, and that the Ofiice 

£ Hxperiment Stations give as much assistance as possible in Aeneas the 
Peerriae aa attaining the object. . 

Gener the uprangenent proposed the Office of Experiment Stations will ie 
maineepiks its exhibit material of general information concerning the experiment \ 
stations, such as historical and statistical data, a large map showing the dis. 
tribution of the experiment stations of the United States and, possibly, ie 
of the world. This is just a general statement, as no definite plans have been 


laid down. 
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Dr. Woods explained to the ee kee that only under a tees Ae arrange- 
ment of this kind the Baoret _ exposition funds would be avai lable for. the pur~ 
pose. The bill berore See: at the last. session ‘authorized the receipt from 


any source of ous De one of r material, or ‘the > borrowing of material or exhib 


its, to aid in ne out the eran purpose of the Act hee then stated that 


the necessary eapwadi wires in sucn connection mast ee Executed £0 i the same 


manner as any appropriation that fe be made idee the authority of gee exposi~ 
tion bill. There is little question that the coming pill will include these 
same provisions; but what the appropriation will be no one can tell. The old 


bill called for a total of $1,725,000 for the Government participation. 


Dr. Woods stated further that in anticipation of the passage of that bill 


a tentative allotment of funds and space to the different Government depart— 
ments was made; but that at this time the passage of a new bill by the coming 
Comgress must be awaited before definite steps in any direction can be taken. 
He stressed the importance of doing as much preliminary and preparatory work 
as can be done to be ready to proceed without loss of time as soon as we walk 
on solid ground. 

Guided by the wording of tke old bill and by precedents, Dr. ‘Yoods wag 
of the opinion that the Federal exposition funds would take care of the assem- 
bling, transportation, labelling and installation of the material, the care 
and maintenance of the exhibit, and the return of the stations! contributions. 
He stated further that the space for the exhibit would be free. 

In discussing the question of State exhibits Dr. Woods made it clear that 
these wovld be entirely separate from this experiment stations and Department 
undertaking, and that the chances of duplication were so slight that they might 


be disregarded. 
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J. I. Schulte of the Office of Experiment Stations, who also attended this 
"meeting of the Committee, was instructed to prepare and to present this report 
which was read before the Subsection on Experiment Station Work of the Asso- 


Ciation of Land-Grant Colleges and Universities, Tuesday, November 17. 
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Director F. J. Sievers of the Massachusetts Station, Chairman of the Sub- 
section, requested that this report be sent out immediately to all the experi- 


Ment station directors.
